1. This communication is in response to the Appeal Brief filed on 12/10/2007. 

2. Appellant's arguments with respect to the claims rejections under 35 (JSC 102(e) 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejections have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 4-7 and 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reasons for the allowance of the independent claims 1,5,6 and 7 
are the inclusion of limitations that are not found in the prior arts and they are uniquely 
distinct features. The closest prior art is Brooks et al (5,973,684). Brooks discloses an 
invention that provides a digital entertainment terminal in communication with a network 
interface module that establishes two-way control signaling communication between the 
terminal and a communication network and receives digital broadband information. 
Brooks further discloses that the terminal can be reprogrammed on an as-needed basis 
to provide a wide range of services and associated terminal functionalities. However, 
this art fails to anticipate or render the following limitations: 

"Claim 1; the subscriber terminal is configured to enable a subscriber to request, 
from an authorization server using an internet protocol gateway, one or more of a 
plurality of services." 
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"Claim 5: the subscriber station is arranged for requesting services from the 
head-end after receiving a positive authorization message, wherein each requested 
service can be authorized separately." 

"Claim 6: the gateway is arranged for enabling the subscriber to access the one 
or more of a plurality of services in response to an authorization message received from 
the authorization server, wherein each requested service can be authorized separately." 

"Claim 7: a subscriber terminal is configured to send a request to an 
authorization server for one or more of a plurality of services to the authorization server, 
and enabling the subscriber to access said one or more of the plurality of services by 
transmitting a message to the gateway to grant said subscriber access to said services" 

3. The dependent claims 4 and 9 are allowed because they were originally found to 
include a unique feature not found in the closest abovementioned art.
